Charleston has been enjoying the great 
comfort of natural gas for domestie pur- 
poses, and to a limited extent for manu- 
facturing purposes, for a number of years. 
The well of which this gas is the product, 
situated about 14 miles east of Charleston, 
is still producing, with no present symptom 
of failure. But within the past few years 
the products of several great untouched 
gas fields, which promise to last for a 





generation at least, have been piped into 
Charleston, and natural gas is now exten- 
sively used not only for domestic purposes, 
but as well for manufacturing purposes, 
at very low rates, especially for manufac- 
turing purposes.
